That 
represents 
such a 
vast departure 
from 
the “America 
only” philosophy that it makes many 
people gasp and is rather surprising 
even to those who have been aware 
that the president was getting away 
by gradual stages, but pretty swiftly 
nevertheless, 
from 
the 
buncombe 
which was so 
solemnly 
asseverated 
during the campaign days when the 
corralling of votes was the main desi­ 
deratum. 
Of course, Mr. Hardng is to be con­ 
gratulated upon the swiftness of his 
progress and upon the boldness with 
which he now ventures to proclaim 
doctrines which would have brought 
down storms of denunciation on his 
head a few months ago. He is exceed­ 
ing even the 
expectations 
of those 
who knew that the 
campaign stuff 
was buncombe to be discarded and 
forgotten as soon 
as that 
could be 
safely done. 
Few of us, even in our 
most sanguine moments, expected to 
see him out wilsoning Wilson, yet that 
is what he is doing now, for Mr. Wil­ 
son never went so far as to propose 
that this country should take up the 
task of “reforming the world.” 
Per­ 
haps Mr. Wilson perceived that to be 
a pretty large order and shied off 
from it. 
At any rate, we are glad to 
see that his successor is not afraid of 
it, but, forgetting all about “America 
first” and “America only,” summons 
us to the noble enterprise of making 
over all mankind so that some day all 
the other peoples will be as good and 
fine as wre are. 
And there is another reason why 
President Harding 
should 
be con­ 
gratulated, though, so far as we have 
observed, nobody has yet felicitated 
him on this account. Swift as his pro­ 
gress has been in the way referred to 
above, it has been no swifter than his 
progress in 
another respect by no 
means unimportant. 
In the speech 
from which we have quoted he said: 
“I’d like ours to be a God-fearing peo­ 
ple, etc.” Four months ago he would 
have said: 
“Fd like for ours to be a 
God-fearing 
people.” 
His abandon­ 
ment of that one 
little 
word “for,” 
which used to be such a favorite of 
his means even more to the happiness 
of many persons than 
his abandon­ 
ment of “America only.”

German Born Farmers Lead 
Missouri 
farms 
controlled

women, 
numbering 4.328, exceed by nearly 
eight-fold those held by any other 
foreign nationality, sons of England 
coming next, with 555 
farms con­ 
taining 68,057 acres, and Swiss are 
third with 492 farms and a total ac­ 
reage of 65,657,

over the state. 
The total acreage held by Ger­ 
man-born farmers is 573,708.
